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FOREWORD 


Recently  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  made  a  request  for 
the  pedigree  of  Jesse  F.  Stanton,  a  former  resident  of  Clinton  County,  Ohio,  for 
Gladys  L,  Wager,  a  descendent.  I  was  given  the  following  information  from  which  to 
start  the  research:

Having  known  a  Stanton  family  many  years  ago,  and  since  many  Stantons  were 
Quakers,  I  accepted  the  assignment.  Many  telephone  calls  were  made  and  letters 
sent  to  persons  who  were  related  to  the  Stanton  family  I  had.  known  and  to  that  of 
Jesse  F.  Stanton*  Finally,  I  was  directed  to  Dr,  Willis  H,  Hall,  of  Wilmington 
College,  Wilmington,  Ohio,  w ho  was  Custodian  of  the  Records  of  the  Wilmington 
Yearly  Meeting  in  the  archives  of  the  College  Library.  Dr.  Hall  gave  me  valuable 
assistance  in  permitting  my  daughter,  Mrs.  Blanche  D.  McNemar,  also  a  member  of 
the  faculty  at  Wilmington  College,  to  bring  the  volumes  of  records  to  our  home, 
viz:  Hinshaw,  Encyclopedia  American  Quaker  Genealogy,  Vol.  I,  N.  C.,  1836;  Vol.  IV 
and  V,  Ohio,  1846,  and  New  York.  Fach  of  these  volumes  ran  to  more  than  1000  pagee 
and  they  are  really  an  Index  to  the  complete  membership  of  all  the  Quaker  monthly 
meetings  of  the  various  states.  Vol.  IF,  Ohio,  is  of  North  Fast  Yearly  Meetings, 
which  include  monthly  meetings  in  Washington,  Fayette,  West  Moreland  counties, 
Pennsylvania,  bordering  on  Ohio,  one  county  in  Michigan,  and  Belmont,  Jefferson, 
Columbiana,  Stark,  Mahoning,  and  those  bordering  on  the  boundry  of  the  point  of 
land  in  West  Virginia  between  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  with  other  counties  adjoining 
these  on  the  west.  There  were  thirty  in  all. 

Vol.  V,  Ohio,  is  of  the  Wilmington  Yearly  Meeting  which  embraces  monthly  meet¬ 
ings  in  Warren,  Clinton,  Greene,  parts  of  Highland  and  Hamilton  (Cincinnati) 
counties,  and  a  few  not  connected  —  twenty-one  monthly  meetings  in  all. 

North  Carolina  had  a  larger  number  of  monthly  meetings,  but  there  were  few 
that  connected  v/ith  Ohio  except  Northampton  County,  North  Carolina. 

These  volumes  are  rich  in  material  but  a  difficult  source  of  information,  and 
this  "pedigree",  while  very  different  in  "make-up",  will  give  accurate  accounts  of 
the  movements  from  one  location  to  another.  It  is  easily  understood  what  "difficult" 
means,  but  no  other  source  is  valued  higher  than  the  records  of  the  Quaker  monthly 
and  quarterly  meetings  which  are  preserved  from  the  beginning  of  Quakerism  in  the 
respective  states* 
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ACIQST OWLED  GMBNT  AND  EARLY  HISTORY 


I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs*  Delena  Haworth  Hunnicut  for  valuable  aid  in  pre¬ 
paring  this  genealogy.  She  is  the  great  granddaughter  of  William  and  44<n<ha. 
Stanton.  Although  she  is  76  years  old,  she  is  much  younger  than  her  age  indicates 
as  her  memory  of  her  associations  as  a  young  girl  with  the  other  Stanton  families 
is  remarkable.  She  has  in  her  possession,  a  gift  from  her  mother,  Mary  Johnson 
Haworth,  a  tiny  wooden  trunk  inlaid  with  different  kinds  of  wood.  In  it  there  is 
a  small  sheet  of  paper,  with  writing  on  both  sides,  which  records  the  family  line 
back  to  1690.  (See  Chart,  Page  (p  There  also  is  a  smaller  bit  of  paper  with  these 
notations:  “Rachel  S.  Johnson,  father.  William  Stanton,  Belleville,  St.  Clare 

County,  Illinois.11  In  another  handwriting  there  appears:  “Address  after  he  loft 
Wilmington.  “  She  has  a  precious  “Birthday  Book11  kept  by  her  mother.  There  is 
poetry  and  other  items  on  one  page  and  birthdays  on  others  throughout  the  book. 
These  contain  records  of  the  Rachel  Johnson  family.  She  enabled  me  to  arrange 
the  items  found  in  the  H.E.A.I.G.  as  to  their  places  in  the  record  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  families. 

William  Edward  Stanton  of  Miamisburg,  R.R,  #1,  Ohio,  who  is  descended  from 
Samson,  1736,  through  his  grandfather,  Joseph,  1812,  and  from  Silvanius  through 
his  grandmother,  Catherine  Ann  Stanton,  B,  1820,  is  making  extensive  research  of 
the  early  years  of  the  family.  Ho  has  accumulated  vast  quantities  of  material.  He 
has  been  most  generous  to  me  in  giving  much  valuable  data.  We  spent  several  hours 
comparing  notes  and  sorting  out  the  numerous  James,  Jolins  and  Williams  which  appear 
in  the  lines.  Mr.  Stanton  has  tho  privilege  and  pleasure  of  being  in  possession 
of  the  ancestral  home  which  is  situated  near  Springboro,  Ohio,  and  known  as  Green 
Hill.

7j ames  Stanton,  B.  1779,  came  to  Ohio  in  1826  with  his  family  and  erected  the 
house  on  tho  homestead  place  that  same  year.  The  house  is  very  large  and  made 
from  bricks  from  the  clay  soil  found  on  the  farm.  It  descended  to  Catherine  Ann, 
3.  1820,  a  daughter,  who  came  with  him,  and  then  to  her  daughtor  Chapman, 

It  passed  on  by  purchase  to  the  present  owner. 

Mr.  Stanton  was  a  studont  at  Wilmington  College,  and  somo  of  his  family  were 
on  the  staff  of  that  institution.  He  was  a  banker  for  somo  years,  but  now  is  a 
bond  salesman.  Ho  was  tho  president  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Warren  County, 
Ohio,  at  the  beginning  of  the  project,  the  fine  museum,  named  Glendower,  no w 
established  at  Lebanon,  Ohio,  and  tho  Stanton  home  was  one  of  the  homes  with  many 
pieces  of  original  furniture  which  was  visited  in  the  Pilgrimage  in  1949  by  the 
members  of  the  Historical  Society. 


The  Stanton  family  is  of  Quaker  origin  and  was  a  member  of  tho  Springboro 
Monthly  Meeting, which  was  established  in  1824  by  the  Miami  Monthly  Meeting  which 
vras  established  in  1803.  The  Springboro  Monthly  Meeting  has  been  abandoned,  but 
on  the  grounds  there  is  located  the  cemetery  in  which  so  many  of  tho  Stanton  and 
other  families  of  the  community  have  thoir  last  resting  place.  Mr.  Stanton  is 
tho  custodian, 

Mr.  Stanton  also  made  known  to  me  his  cousin,  Dr.  William  Bette  Stanton,  of 
Durham,  N.  C.  Dr.  William  Bette  Stanton  states,  “I  am  a  descendant  from  -^Jamos 
Stanton  of  Contentuoa,  N.  C,,  who  was  a  brother  of  Silvanus  and  Sampson,  from 
both  of  whom  William  2.  Stanton  of  Miamisburg,  Ohio,  is  descended." 

Sylvanus  lived  in  Northampton  County,  N.  C. ,  from  1755  until  1761,  and 
Sampson  Stanton  had  property  in  tho  same  county  from  1783  until  1800.  However, 
his  residence  in  all  land  transactions  was  given  as  Southampton  County,  Virginia. 

The  only  Stantons  of  North  Carolina  related  to  thoso  families  are  tho  descendants 
of  Alamos,  who  was  not  a  Quaker  although  his  father  and  brothers  were  —  and  I  am 
of  his  (James1)  line.  William,  the  brother  of  7james,  B,  1779,  who  was  father  of 
Catherine  Ann,  was  born  I78I  but,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  had  no  descendants."

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Dr*  Stanton  continues,  nThQ  ^James  you  note  from  Burleigh  Monthly  Meeting  and 
returning  to  Black  Water,  Southampton,  Virginia.  I  have  always  presumed  to  he  the 
son  of  Sylvanus  who,  in  turn,  was  the  father  of  7James(  1?79)  >  who  was  the  father  of 
Catherine  Ann  Stanton(also  of  0‘ohn  1?77»  William  1781,  Frederick  1784,  Bemuel  and 

Robert)”*  . 

In  a  later  communication,  Dr<>  Stanton  states,  ”  ^James’  (from  Burleigh  Monthly 
Meeting)  wife  was  Ann  Butler*  Christiana  was  wife  of  -^James,  father  of  Sylvanus. 
Sampson,  James  and  John,  descendant  of  James  -  a  family  name.” 

’’There  are  many  other  Stanton  families  of  Worth  Carolina  who  were  also  Friends 
and  from  New  England,  hut  who  were  not  related  to  this  family.  For  the  most  part, 
they  we re  from  Robert  Stanton  of  Newport,  R*  I.,  on  original  immigrant,  the  first 
of  these  other  families  in  Worth  Carolina*  Samuel( from  Wantucket)  who  lived  in 
Randolph  County,  N,  C.  Henry,  of  Core  Sound,  Cartaret  County,  W.  C.,  and  William 
(from  Wantucket)  of  Guilford  County,  W.  COJ  all  of  whom  came  to  North  Carolina  be¬ 
tween  the  years  of  about  1745—1785 •  in  addition,  there  was  another  James  Stanton 
of  Contentnea,  not  my  ancestor,  but  came  from  Core  Sound  and  was  presumably  related 
to  Henry  Stanton  mentioned  above*” 

See  page  where  you  will  find  reference  to  Samuel,  whose  son  was  the  first 
Stanton  in  Clinton  County,  but  who  did  not  claim  relationship. 

In  Vol.  IV,  H.E*A.Q*G. ,  there  are  early  dates  -  1800  tho  earliest  -  who  were 
named  Henry,  or  descended  from  a  Henry,  and  more  from  Core  Sound  Monthly  Meeting* 
These  were  in  W*  E.  Yearly  Meeting,  Belmont  and  adjoining  counties*  The  letter 
written  by  James  H.  Stanton,  son  of  John,  which  gave  record  on  Chart,  says  James 
and  two  brothers  came  to  America*  Could  one  of  the  above  be  a  brother?

Miami  Monthly  Meeting  organized  10~13~l803»  "by  permission  of  Redstone 
Quarterly  Meeting  —  Westland,  Pennsylvania,  9-5-1803  —  Parent  Westland,  Pennsylvaniac 
Quakers  coming  "before  Miami  Monthly  Meeting  —  certificate  membership  in  Westland, 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  or  Concord  Monthly  Meeting  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio, 
before  1803,  Northwest  Territory  12—25—1802  Westland  minutes  record  the  receipt  of 
a  certificate  from  Bush  River  Monthly  Meeting,  S*  C.,  stating  they  were  settled  at 
Little  Miami,  9  mo*,  25,  1803* 

So  great  was  the  emigration  that  meetings  in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia  were  disrupted.  Miami(near  Waynesville,  Warren  County,  Ohio)  Monthly 
Meeting  received  550  certificates  from  other  Monthly  Meetings.  Of  these,  170 
S.  C.,  150  N.  C.,  75  Virginia,  50  Tennessee,  and  35  Georgia.  In  another  statement: 
This  great  emigration  was  caused  by  the  desire  of  the  Quakers  to  bo  in  territory 
where  slavery  was  prohibited.  In  1805  a  log  "meeting  house"  was  erected.  In  1811 
a  brick  meeting  house  was  built.  In  1828  the  meeting  was  divided. 

Charles  Hick’s  followers  made  the  branch  called  Hicksites.  The  other  branch 
was  called  Orthodox.  The  latter,  in  minority,  went  to  the  old  log  house.  Hick- 
sites  in  brick.  Some  other  meetings  set  up  by  Orthodox  we ro  Lees  Creek,  Todd’s 
Fork,  West  Branch,  Elk  Creek,  Clear  Creek,  Fall  Creek,  Union  Center,  Fairfield, 
Hopewell  and  Darby  Creek,  all  in  Warren  and  Clinton  Counties*  All  records  fell 
into  the  hands  of  Hicksites  except  men’s  meetings.  It  (men’s  meeting)  is  in 
possession  of  Orthodox  Yearly  Meeting  in  Richmond,  Indiana.

Center  Monthly  Meeting.  The  first  settlements  made  in  this  portion  of  Clinton 
County  (three  miles  north  east  of  Wilmington)  were  by  tho  class  of  people  styled 
Friends,  who  at  onco  looked  after  their  spiritual  wants.  The  formation  at  the 

point  long  known  as  Centre  is  identical  with  the  settlements  there  -  -  James 

Murray’ s  deed  for  fifteen  acres  of  land  for  a  meeting  houso  and  school  house,  made 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Society  of  Friends  at  Todd’s  Fork,  is  dated  12-19-1803  - 

Robert  Eachus(  in  whoso  home  the  first  worship  meetings  were  held)  says:  In 
May,  1805,  Miami  Quarterly  meeting  allowed  the  holders  of  the  meeting  to  mako  plans 
to  build  a  house.  Soon  a  house  made  of  unhewn  logs,  without  door  or  floor,  was 
built  and  meetings  were  held  twice  a  wcok( Sunday  and  Wednesday  forenoon)  therein. 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  first  house  of  worship  to  be  built  in  what  is  now  Clinton 
County.  A  larger  one  was  made  later  of , the  same  material.  In  1828,  a  brick  build¬ 
ing  was  erected  -  in  size,  50  x  80  feet  -  with  two  compartments  (one  for  women  and 
one  for  men).  The  burying  ground  here  is  in  tho  Murray  land,  set  apart  for  church 
purposes.  Tho  first  interment  was  mado  in  it  as  early  as  summer  or  autumn  of  1804. 

(There  was  mention  of  a  school  houso.  Wherever  thero  is  Quaker  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ings,  you  may  expect  to  find  a  school  of  some  sort.  The  county  was  soon  dotted 
with  little  red  school  houses  where  tloracntary  instructions  were  given,  but  tho 
Friends  established. a  school  for  advanced  pupils  which  was  hold  in  one  of  the 
meeting  houses.  Wo  learn  that  some  of  the  young  people  of  William's  descendants 
attended  tho  school.  Today,  1950,  thorc  are  thirteen  high  schools  in  Clinton 
County,  either  village  or  under  county  supervision  -  outside  of  tho  schools  in  tho 
city  of  Wilmington.  The  town  of  Wilmington  in  1910  had  a  plot  of  124  lots,  the 
first  sold  in  September  10,  1910.  The  first  cabin  was  erected  on  lot  No.  12  in 
1812.  Today  (1950)  Wilmington  is  a  city  of  about  7500  inhabitants.) 
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I  quote  from  History  of  Wilmington  Collego,  Dr.  0*  F.  Boyd,  published  In 
tho  College  Year  Book  of  1949! 

"The  Socioty  of  Friends  is  noted  for  its  omphasis  on  education,  as  no 
roligious  group  has  more  colleges  in  proportion  to  tho  size  of  its  nombcrsMpr 
A  group  of  far  sighted  Friends  under  the  leadership  of  John  Douglas  and  Jonathan 
Bailey  started  a  movement  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Franklin  College  Buildings  and  grounds.  Miami,  Center,  and  Fairfield  Quarterly 
Meetings  were  canvassed  by  Jonathan  Bailey,  who  collected  tho  required  funds* 

Tho  Board  of  Directors,  with  John  Henry  Douglas  as  President,  appointed  a  commit too 
to  look  after  repairs  and  furnish  the  building  with  scats,  stoves  and  a  bell  (it 
still  rings  after  every  athletic  victory  of  collcgo  students)  at  a  cost  of  $200. 

The  building  had  formal  dedication  on  April  11,  1871.”  2nd  of  quote,  (This  yoar, 
the  resident  college  enrollment  exceeds  500  students  ~  no  restrictions  on  race, 
color  or  religion  for  students  —  and  with  extension  classes  and  study  groups  tho 
enrollment  is  nearly  1000.) 

The  college  buildings  and  grounds  are  under  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees 
appointed  by  the  Wilmington  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends.  The  Stanton  families  havo 
dono  their  part  in  the  support  of  tho  college.  Large  numbers  of  young  people  attend 
the  college.  It  is  said  there  aro  more  farmers  who  arc  college  graduates  than  any 
county  in  Ohio,  according  to  number  engaged  in  farming. 

A  men’s  dormitory  for  eighty-five  students  has  been  erected  during  tho  college 
years  1949-1 950,  ontiroly  by  the  work  of  students,  faculty  and  staff.  This  piece 
of  work  has  been  widely  publicized  and  it  will  be  dedicated  during  tho  first 
semester  in  September,  1950* 

While  farming  is  tho  greatest  source  of  employment,  many  Stantons  occupy  high 
positions  in  the  professions,  especially  in  teaching,  law  and  medicine,  and  from 
tho  Scicnco  Department  which  is  especially  well  provided  with  instructors  and 
equipment. 

This  Wilmington  Yearly  Mooting  is  of  tho  progressive  branch,  while  the  plain 
silk  bonnets  and  whito  beaver  hats  have  boon  discarded,  the  Stanton  families  as 
well  as  tho  many  other  Quaker  families  with  which  they  are  joined  in  marriage  and 
aro  recorded  in  this  Monthly  Meetings,  arc  noted  for  their  good  taste  in  style 
and  continue  the  emphasis  upon  durability  of  material.  The  w ritcr  sees  them 
endowed  with  pioty,  practicing  thrift  and  brotherly  love,  interested  in  the  further¬ 
ance  of  peace  and  education,  and  engaged  in  active  service  throughout  the  world.

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THE  LETTER 

A  True  Copy  of  tho  Paper: 

Springboro,  0., 

5-5-88 

Dear  Cousin? 

Among  some  papers  of  one  of  my  cousins  now  deceased,  I  find  this  little  hit 
of  very  valuable  information,  though  it  is  without  dates.  I  will  cony  it  exact.
